This  survey  was  m&do  to  pro-pure  a  master  inventory  of  the  public 
records  of  the-  county,  with  a  view  to  the  provision  of  better  measures 
for  the  preservation  and  accessibility  of  such  rooords;  to  make  avail- 
able, information  concerning  the  present  housing  and  care  of  records  end 
accommodations  for  persons  who  may  wisfi  to  consult  them. 


The  inventory  of  re-cords  was  made  during  the  period  April  12,  1936^ 
to-  May  5,  1936,  undor  supervision  of  S.  J.  Kagan,  State  Director, 
Norbert  Meyers,  Franklin,  District  Supervisor,  and  Clem  Montgomery,  VTaldron, 
District  Research.  Editor.     The-  field:  workers-  were'  LaVita  Burkhart,  Trsfal- 


and  ITorks  Progress  Administration  officials  to  make  this-  survey  successful. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  editors  to  present  a  complete,  concise 
picture  of  the  records  of  Brown  County  in  bibliographical  f  cr:;,,  vrith  a 
commentary  description  to  each  title,  in  order  that  the  survey  may  be  of 
benefit  to  the  greatest  number  of  usord.

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HISTORY 

Brown  County  is-  in  tho  south  central  part  of  the  State.     It  is 

(l  •  ,\ 

bounded  on  the  north  by  Franklin  and  Morgan  Counties,  on  the  eart 

by  Bartholomew  County,   on  tho  south  by  Jackson  and  Lav/rcnoa.  Counties, 

and  on  the  west  by  Monroe  County.     It  has  an  area  of  320  square  miles. 

The-  territory  comprising  Brown  County  lies  partly  within  the 
limits  of  two  tracts  of  land,  secured  at  different  times  from  the 
Indians  by  treaty.    One  tract,  a  portion  of  "Harrison's  Purchase"^ 
was  obtained  September  30,  1809,  by  the  Treaty  &f  Fort  Tayne.  The 
boundary  line  was  surveyed  by  Arthur  Eenrie-  and  Y,rilliam  Harris  in 
1812.    The  other  tract  remained  the  property  of  the  Indians  until 
the  treaty  of  October  26,  1818,  which  was  signed  at  St.  Mary's, 
Ohio.    The  terms  of  the  treaty  provided  that  this  tract,  along  with 
other  lands,  became  the  property  of  the  U«  S.  Government,  and  con- 
stituted a  part  of  the  "New  Purchaser."     The  boundaries-  of  the  "Hew 
Purchase"  were  laid  out  by  J.  Hedges  and  A.  C.  Looker,  in  1819.  The 
Indians  were  permitted  to  occupy  this  land  for  two  years,  until  they 
were  removed  farther  west  into  territory  whioh  had  been  set  aside 
for  them. 

In  the  meantime,  settlers  drifted  in  and  located,  for  the  most 
part,  in  tho  hills.     Today  the  natives  of  Brown  County  are  descen- 
dants of  pionoors  who  came  from  the  Carolines,  the  Virginias,  Ken- 
tucky, and  Tennessee. 

The  first  permanent  white'  settler  was  a  man  named  Schoonover,  who 
located  on  the  bank  of  the  creek  which  came  to  bear  his  name,  since 
corrupted  to  Schooner.    He  vr&s  a  German,  and  is  said  to  have  been  a 
man  who  led  a  hermitlike  existenoe,  preferring  to  live  in  the  wilder-

ness.    His  chiof  oocupotion  vma  trading  with  tho  Indians . 

In  1035,  tho  number  of  settlors  was  sufficient  to  warrant  the  organ- 
ization of  a  county  government.    Legislative  authority  was  granted  Feb- 
ruary 4,  1836.    Brovm  County  was  created  out  of  lands  attuohed  to  ITonroe, 
Jackson  and  Bartholomew  Counties,  and  has  had  no  territorial  readjustments 
since.    Tho  following  legal  boundaries  v/ore  designated:-    "Beginning  at  the 
northwest  oorner  of  sootion  one,  in  tovmship  ten  north,  of  range  one  wert 
of  the  second  principal  moridien?  thenoe  south,  with  the  government  land 
line  twenty  miles  to  the  southjvest  corner  of  section  twelve,  in  tovmship 
seven  north,  of  the  aforesaid  range?  thenoe  east  sixteen,  miles  to  the 
south-east  oorner  of  section  nine  in  the  last  named  township,  in  range 
four  east;  thenoe-  north  with  the  government  land  lino  twenty  miles  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  section  four,  in  township*  ten  north?  thence  west,  with 
the  line  dividing  townships  ten  and  eleven  sixteen  miles  to  the  place  of 
beginning."     (Lav>rs  cf  Ind  iana,  18  35-36  (General),  p.  52). 

The  county  was:  named  for  General  Jacob  Brown,  a  teacher,  newspaper 

to 

man,  and  soldier.    For  a  while,  he  was  ths  private  secretary  of  Alexander 
Hamilton.    During  the  Vfar  of  1812,  his  troops  won  an  unbroken  series  of 
victories,  and  he  rapidly  rose  to  fame.    Congress-  gave  him  a  vote  of 
thanks  and  a  gold  modal.    In  1821,  he  was  appointed  Senior  General  of 
the  United  States  Army,  which  position  he  held  until  his  odea th. 

James  Dawson  rras  commissioned  Sheriff  by  the  Governor,  and  was 
authorized  to  order  the  election  of  county  officials.     This  election  was 
held  early  in  Juno,  1336.    John  Floyd  was  elected  to  the  offices 
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of  Clerk:  and  Recorder,  Jamas  Taggart  and  Lewis-  F.  Repor,  Associate- 

Judges,  and  Daniol  Hodrick,  William  Jackson,  and  James  Davidson 

(ypottio  US 

filled  the  off-iroe  of  County  Commissioners.    The-  following  August, 
James-  Taggart  become-  Sheriff,  William  Fallowoll,  Coronor,  and  James 
Molntire,  Probate  Judge. 

The  three  oounty  commissioners  hold'  their  first  meeting  in  the  home 
of  James  Da-wson,  on  July  26,  1836.     Their  first  official  act  was  the 
subdivision  of  the  oounty  into  townships  and  eleotion  precinote. 
They  also  appointed  assessors  and  overseers  of  the  poor.  Thomas 
Hempson  was  appointed  County  Treasurer. 

Brown  County        divided  into  five:  townshipsr    Hamblen,  Jackson, 
Johnson,  Van  Buron^and  Washington.     The  oounty  seair  was  first  called 
Jacks onburg,  but  within  the  year  the  name  was  o  hanged  to  Nashville, 
by  a  law  of  Fob-.  6,  1837. 

The  first  session  of  the  Circuit  Court  was  held  April  20,  1837, 
at  the  homo  of  James-  Dawson,  before  Elisha  M.  Huntington,  Prosident 
Judge,  and  James  Taggart  and  Louis  F.  Raper,  Associate  Judges. 
The  first  act  of  the  court  was  the  administration  of  the  oath  of 
office  to  the  judges. 

On  Kay  8,  1837,  the  first  Probate  Court  of  Brown  County  convened 
at  Nashville,  with  J\id go  James  Mclntire  on  the  bench.    The  ^udge 
presented  his  oormnis.'iion  from  Governor  Noah  Nobler,  and  then  opened 
court.    A  Common  Pleas  Court  was  established  in  1853.     The  first 
session  was  hold  in  Nashville  before  Judge  William  G.  Quick. 

In  February,  1857,  Banner  Brummet,  County  Agent,  1st  contracts  for 
the  construction  of  a  courthouse  and  jail.    The  former  was  a  two-ctory 
building  of  hewed  logs,  18*  by  241  in  sizo.     The  jail  was  built  of 


the  same-  material.     This  courthouse  answered  the  purpose  until  1853, 
when  arrangements  were  made  to  build  a  brick:  structure  to  take  its 
place.    The  old  log  house-  -pros-  sold,  and  for  a  year  or  more,  sessions 
of  the  oourt  wore  hold  in  the  Methodist  Church.     The  second  oourthouce 
tos  destroyed  by  fire-  in  1073  and  nearly  all  of  the  oounty  rocorda  were 
lost.

The  oontract  for  the3  rebuilding  of  the  oourthouse  was  lrt  in  June, 
1874.    This  struotur©  is"  brick,  two-stories-  high,  with  a  cupola  and  a 
two-way  iron  stairway.    It  is-  typical  of  hill  country  architecture. 
The  oourt  and  jury  rooms  occupy  the  upper  floor,  and  the  offices-  of 
the  oounty  officials  are  below.    Wood  stoves  are>  used  for  heating. 
The  old  log  courthouse-  is  still  standing.    It  io-  now  used  for  a  stable. 


GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEM 


The  county  serves  as  a  unit  of  looal  government  for  the  main- 
tenance of  poaoe  through  the  Sheriff?  the  administration  of  justioe 
through  the  CircuitJ  the  administration  of  welfare  work  throu/rh  hos- 
pitals, infirmaries,  and  poor  relief  systomn;-  the  administration  of 
public  works  such  as  highways,  buildings  and  drainage  system^  the 
imposition  and  collection  of  taxes;  the  holding  of  elections;  the 
administration,  to  a  limited  degree,  of  eduoation  and  enforcement 
of  State  laws  and  decrees. 

The  General  Assembly  conferred  upon  the  board  doing  business  in 
Brown  county,  powers  of  a  local  administrative  character  (l  Indiana 
Rev.  Stat.,  1852,  Ch.  20,  Sec.  1).  . 

The  business  of  Brown  County  is  executed'  and  discharged  by  a  groups 
of  officials,  some  elected  and  some  appointed.     The  Constitution 
directs  that  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  at  the  time  of 
holding  general  elootions,  a  Clerk  of  the  Cirouit  Cotirt,  Auditor, 
Recorder,  Treasurer,  Sheriff,  Coroner,  and  Surveyor  (Indiana  Const., 
Art.  6,  Sec. 2);  and  that  such  other  county  officers  as  may  be  necessary, 
shall  be  eleoted  and  appointed  in  such. as  may  be  prescribed  by  lavr. 
(Indiana  Const.,  Art.  6,  Sec  3).    From  thia  clause  the  General  Assembly 
prescribed  the  elective  office  of  Assessor  (Acts  1919,  Burns  64-1101 
/l^OO/,  and  the  appointive  offices t    Health  Commissioner^  (Aots  1899, 
Burns  26-501  /d86'£/)  ^    Agricultural  Agent  (Acts  1923,  Burns  23-4911)^ 
Supervisor  of  Highways  (Aots  1933,  Burns  36-1110),  and  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  (Acts  1936,  Special  Session,  Burns  52-1117).    The  establishment 
of  each  of  these  offices  caused  the  beginning  of  separate  records  as 
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proscribed  by  the  Genorai  Assembly  under  the-  provisions  for  each 
respective  office. 

The  Constitution  also  provides  that  the  State  slvnll  from  time  to 
time-  be  divided  into  judicial  circuitti;  the  oighth  judioial  circuit, 
which  includes  Johnson  and  Brown  counties,  was  estetblisbed  in  1925 
(Acts  1925,  Burns  4-ZZ?,);  and  a  judge  and"  prosecuting  attorney  for 
each  judicial  circuit  shall  be  elected'  by  the  voters  thereof  (Indiana 
Const.,  Art.  7,  Sec.  11). 

.Between  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  the-  Constitution 
of  1851,  practically  no  change 3-  -roe-re  made  in  the  form  of  Brown  County 
government.     In  1873  the-  Common  Pleas  Court  was  abolished,  and  its- 
jurisdiction  transf erred'  to  the  Circuit  Court  (Acts  1875,  Burns-  4-328). 
Following  this  period  to  tho-  present  timo,  changes  were  mainly  enlarge- 
ments of  th«  government,  such  as  the  creation  of  the  offices-  above.  Ae 
a  protection  to  the  taxpayers  of  each  county,  the  Board  of  Review:  was- 
established  (Acts  1919,  Burns  64-122  /U-2057).  and  later  followed  the 
formation  of  the  Board  of  Tax  Adjustment  (Acts  1953,  Burns  64-304). 

As  each  office  was  created,  the  Genorai  Assembly  prescribed  the  type 
of  records  which  should  ber  kept,  in  many  cases  listing  the  particular 
form  of  the  page.    Brown  county  was  allowed  its  own  form  of  accounting 

until,  in  1909  the  legislature  established  the  State  Board  of  Acoounts-

vrhich  "shall  formulate, prescribe, and  install  a  system  of  accounting  and 
reporting  whioh  shall  be  uniform  for  every  public  office  of  the  same  class 
(^ots  1909,  Burns  60-202  /Jlj&ZlJ),    Under  this  new  law  some  of  the  reoord 
were  combined  to  eliminate  separation,  duplication  and  overlapping.  The 
law  also  permits  the  use  of  bound  looscleaf  records  in  almost  all  casee 
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where  the  records  ore  typed.  The  quality  of  the  pupor  end  ink,  binding 
and  rebinding  practices  are  left  to  the  judgment  of  the-  Board  of  County 
Cornmiscionors,  except  that  a  good  quality  is  asked* 

TYhenover  it  shall  be-  neoessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records 
for  any  office  of  Brovm  county  from  mutilation,  the  Board  of  Comnie3i oners 
shall  make  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  oharga  to  copy  and  transcribe 
the  record  for  preservation  (Acts  1877,  Bums,  26-204  £6093jj).    Such  records 
so  transcribed  shall  have  the  foroe  and  effect  of  the  original  reoord

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HOUSING  OF  PUBLIC  RECORDS 
The  present  building  -was  constructed  in  1850  of  brick,  twoystories 
high.    It  measures  approximately  60'  by  45'  by  40',  rising  to  a  peak  of 

about  75'  above  the  ground,  allowing  108,000  cubic  feet  of  space.  The 

/  / 

building  is  not  fireproof  and>  in  1871,.  the  intorior  was  entirely  burned' 
out.    Nearly  all  of  the  records  -wore  burned  at  that  time,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  portion  of  the  Clerk's  records.    Some  of  the-  records  of  the 
Recorder  have:  been  re -recorded,  while  many  which  were  burned  are  still 
missing.    Even  at  the  present  time  there>  are-  no  fireproof  vaults. 
Following  the  fire,  the  interior  of  the  oourthouse  was-  robuilt  and  still 
is.  a  nonmodera  structure,  requiring  stoveheat  for  each  office,  and  access 
to  the,  second  floor  is-  by  an  outside  stairway.    Some  of  the  records  of 
the  Assessor  and  Treasurer  were  transferred  to  the  attic  over  five  years 
ago  and  access  to  the  attic  can  be  obtained  only  through  an  opening  in 
the  outside-  wall,  40'  above  the  ground.    This  opening  has  been  wired 
since  the  transfer  of  the  records:  has  been  made.     The  officials  of  the 
county  feel  that  it  is  better  to  get  along  with  the  present  housing 
facilities,  rather  than  throw  the  county  heavily  into  debt  for  a  new 
courthouse,  but  it  is  recommended  that  remedial  measures  be  undertaken 
by  providing  a  basement  for  offices  and  storage,  should  the  condition 
of  the  building  permit.     The  structure  houses  the  offices  of  Agricultural 
Agent,  Assossor,  Auditor,  Clerk,  Recorder,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and 
Treasurer.     The  Agricultural  Agent  and  Superintendent  of  Sohools*  offices 
and^oourtr ooid  occupy  the  second  floor,  all  others  are  on  the  first  floor. 

The  Agricultural  Agent's  bureau  is  located  in  the  southeast  section, 
second  floor.     The  room  is  16'  by  16'  by  18*,  with  one  door,  7'  by  3', 
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and  two  windows,  6'  "by  31  •     Tho  floor  is  wood,  oeiling  ond  wall3  pl«otorj 
all  in  fair  condition.    At  the  south  side  of  the  room,  there  are  40'  of 
closed  woodon  shelving,  all  of  which  is  occupied  by  bound  volumoc,  v;hile 
filing  c9birota  provide  10'   of  boxoe,   12"  deep.     Tho  room  is  orowdod, 
without  room  for  expansion,  and  affords-  limited  accommodations  for  users-. 
This  office  should  have  some  additional  shelving. 

The  Assessor's  bureau  is  located  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor. 

The  Auditor's  bureau  is  located  at  tho  northeast  section  of  the 
first  floor.    It  comprises  one  room,  16*  by  34'  by  12',  with  two  doors, 
7'  by  31,  and  three-  windows,  6'  by  3'.    The  floor  is  wood,  in  good  con- 
dition; oeiling  and  walls  plasterer',  in  fair  condition.     The  room  is 


stoveheated,  with  varying  ventilation.}; ''at  the  northwest  and  east  walls, 


there  are  100'  of  open  wood  shelving.    On  this"  shelving,  is  stacked  250' 
of  bound  volumes j  file  oabinots:  provide  25'  of  boxes,  10°  doep.  The 
room  is  not  crowded,  and  there  is  space  to  allow  for  now  shelving.  Two 
tables,  a  high  desk,  and  chairs  provide  the  accommodations-  for  users. 
It  is  recommended  that  new  shelving  be  installed. 

The  Commissioners'  bureau  is  located  in  the  Auditor's  office  and 
all  records  are  stored  in  his  office. 

The  Clerk's  bureau  occupies  the  northwest  section  of  the  first 
floor  in  a  room,  16'  by  34 1  by  12',  with  two  doors,  7'  by  3',  and  three 
windows,  61  by  3*.     The  floor  iff  wood,  in  good  condition?  the  walls  and 
ceiling  plastered,  in  fair  condition.     The  room  is  stoveheated  and  ven- 


tilation is  fair.    Against  the  walls  and  at  the  center  of  the  room,  there 
are  500'  of  wood  sholving,  of  which  400*  are  occupied'  by  bound  volumes, 
while  file  cabinets  provide  10'  of  boxes,  10°  deep.     The  room  is  very 
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crowdod,  with  no  spocG  availablo  for  additional  equipment.    Port  of  this 
room  is  for  tho  janitor's  supplios.     Two  dosk  tablos  and  chairs  provida- 
somo  accommodations  for  user?.    It  is  rooommonded  that  part  of  tho  romodial 
"work  bo  allotted  for  additional  space  and  equipment  for  this  bureau. 

Tho  Health  Commissioner's  bureau  is  located  in  tho  office  of  Tr.  F.  L. 
Tilton,  in  his  rccidonoo.    All  of  the  reoords  are  kept  in  his  private  office 
and  tho  County  providos  neithor  office  nor  storage  space-* 

Tho  Recorder's  bureau  is  located  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  first 
floor,  in  a  room,  16'  by  26'  by  12',  with  two  doors,  7'  by  3«,  and  two  ' 
windows,  6»  by  3'.     The  floor  is  wood,  in  good  condition;  the  walls  and 
ceiling  plastor^fl',  in  fair  condition.    The  room  is  stoveheated,  poorly 
ventilated^  and  somewhat  dusty.    Along  tho  east  and  west  walls,  there  are 
80'  of  open  wood  shelving,  all  of  which  is  oooupied  with  bound  volumes. 
The>  room  is  very  crowded,  allowing  very  little  room  for  new  shelving. 
One  table,  a  desk  and  chairs,  provide  fair'  accommodations  for  users.  It 
is  rooommended  that  a  better  type  of  shelving  be  installed  and  the  room 
rearranged,  which  would  allow  better  utilization  of  the  present  allotted 
space. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools'  bureau  occupies  the  south/rest  corner 
of  the  second  floor1,  in  a  room,  16'  by  16'  by  18',  with  one  door,  7'  by 
3',  and  two  windows,  6'  by  3'.     The  floor  is  wood,  coiling  and  walls 
plastorp^  all  in  good  condition.     The  room  is  stoveheated'  and  very  well 
ventiIatod:.    At  the  north  end  east  walls-,  there  are  50'  of  open  wood 
shelving,  all  of  which  is  occupied'  with  bound  volumes-?  file  cabinets 
provide  10'  of  boxes,  I0n  deep.     The-  room  is  not  crowded"  and  there  is 
ample  space  for  more  shelving.     Two  large  tables,  a  de3k  and  chairs  pro- 
vide good  accommodations  for  users.    It  is  recommended  that  more  shelving 
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a-nd  equipment  be  installed. 

The  Sheriff 'a  bureau  is  located  in  the  rear  of  the  oounty  jail,  in 
a  room,  10*  by  10'  by  10',  with  two  doors,  7'  by  3',  and^ono  window,  6' 
by  3'.     The  floor  is  cement,  the  walls  and  coiling  piaster^,  all  in 
good  condition.    On  a  desk:  is  located  2»  of  bound  volumes.     The  room 
allows  ample  space  for  the  Sheriff's  work.    A  ohair  and  desk  provide- 
accommodations  for  users.    Older  re-cords  are  stored  in  the  Clerk's 
office-.    It  is  recommended  that  office  and  equipment  be  provided  for 
this  bureau  in  the  courthouse. 

The  Treasurer's  bureau  occupies  the  southeast  section  of  the  first 
floor,  in  a  room,  16'  by  26'  by  12',  vriLth  two  doors,  7'  by  3T,  and  two 
windows-,  6'  by  3'  .     The  floor  is  wood,  walls  and  ceiling  plasterer;  all 
in  good  condition.     The  room  is  stove  heated  and  ventilation  is  fair* 
At  the  west  wall,  there  are  60'  of  open  wood  shelving,  of  vrtiich  all  iff 
oooupied  with  bound  volumes.     The  room  is  crowded  and  needs  now  shelving 
evon  though  a  new  arrangement  would  bo  necessary  to  provide  the  space. 
Two  long  tables,  a  desk  and  chairs  provide  good  accommodations  for  users 
It  has-  been  necessary  for  some  time,  to  keep-  about  25%  of  tho  Treasurer1 
records  in  tho  Auditor's  office.    It  is  recommended  that  part  of  the- 
remedial  work  be  allotted  for  additional  space  and  equipment  for  this 
bureau. 

There  has-  never  been  any  remedial  work  done  to  the  oourthouse  nor 
for  the  preservation  of  records  by  any  government  agency. 

The  officials  of  the /bounty  offered  cooperation  during  this  survey.

Y/honovcr  twenty  or  more  residents  of  a  county  who  arc  actively 
intcrosted  in  agriculture  shall  file  a  potition,  tho  county  Board  of 
Education  shall  filo  said  petition  with  the  County  Council  for  appro- 
priation of  salary  and  expense;  the  Board  of  Education  shall  apply  to 
Purdue  University  for  the  appointment  of  an  Agricultural  Agent  whose 
appointment  shall  be  made  annually* 

In  accordance  with  the  law  an  Agricultural  Agent  has  been  appoint- 
ed for  Br own  County.    It  is  his  duty,  under  the  supervision  of  Purdue 
University,  to  co-operate  with  movements  for  the  advancement  of  agri- 
culture, give  advice  to  farmers,  and  aid  the  county  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  giving  practical  education  in  agriculture  and  domestic 
science.

Tho  Assessor's  office,  created  by  the  General  Assembly,  is  non- 
constitutional. 

The  Assessor  is  nominated  by  primary  and  elected  for  a  four-year 
term  in  the  fall  election,  there  being  no  prohibition  against  succes- 
sive terms  in  office    Qualifications  are  established  by  lav/-:    He  must
